NOTIFICATION BY THE EAST INDIA COTTON 
ASSOCIATION LTD., BOMBAY 

The approval of the Secretary, Forward Markets 
Commission, under Sub-section 1 of Section 11 of the 
Forward Contracts (Regulation) Act, 1952 (74 of 1952) 
read with S.O. 1162, dated the 4th May 1960 has been 
obtained to the following amendments made to the By- 
laws of the East India Cotton Association Ltd., Bom- 
bay, the same having been previously placed on the 
Notice Board of the Association pursuant to Section 11 
of the said Act and Rule 11 of the Forward Contracts 
(Regulation) Rules, 1954. 

AMENDMENTS 

1. In By-law 47 A : 

(a) The following shall be added as new Clause 
(4) : — 

“(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in Clause 
(1) of this By-law, trading in Hedge Contract 
shall not be permitted above Rs, 23 per 3 quin- 
tals below the ceiling price fixed by the Textile 
Commissioner for the basic cotton provided, 
however, that the aforesaid restriction shall 
not apply during the delivery period.” 


(b) The following shall be added as new Clause 
I : — 

“(5) (i) No member of the Association shall trade 
in Indian Cotton Contract either on his 
own account or on account of any other 
person (member or non-member) with a 
non-member who is not registered with 
the Association in accordance with the 
procedure laid down by the Board with 
the prior concurrence of the Forward 
Markets Commission. 

(ii) A person who is registered with the 
Association as in (i) above, may be liable 
to be fined and to cancellation of his re- 
gistration for any breach of the conditions 
of registration on his part. The outstand- 
ing business in excess of the limit pres- 
cribed under the By-laws may be closed 
out in accordance with the terms of 
closure fixed by the Board, if not reduced 
to the prescribed limit within seven days 
or within such period as may be extend- 
ed by the Board with the approval of the 
Forward Markets Commission by the per- 
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son concerned from the date of the dard description and the entries in respective columns, 
Board’s orders." shall be substituted, namely :• — ■
